awaits 

signing

The 2012 community col¬ 
lege budget has been passed 
by the Mississippi Legislature 
and at press time was await¬ 
ing Gov. Haley Barbour’s sig¬ 
nature. 

According to ICC 
President David Cole, com¬ 
munity college funding 
passed both chambers of the 
legislature at level funding as 
compared to last year’s appro¬ 
priation. 

The legislature’s top three 
funding priorities for the fis¬ 
cal year 2012 include mid¬ 
level funding, capital improve¬ 
ments and the dropout recovery 
initiative, Cole said. 

During the nation’s worst 
economic crisis, Mississippi 
community colleges enrolled 
and graduated an unprece¬ 
dented number of students. 

“Our community colleges 
are critical assets in 
Mississippi’s educational pro¬ 
gram...because of lower cost 
and close proximity...more 
high school graduates should 
start at community colleges,” 
Barbour said. 

At public institutions of 
higher learning, 74 percent of 
all college freshmen and 58 
percent of all college under¬ 
graduates were enrolled at the 
state’s 15 community colleges 
last year. The average annual 
cost of tuition and required 
fees at community and junior 
colleges rose to $2,114, up 15 
percent from the previous 
year. Tuition and fees now 
account for 30 percent of 
community college budgets 
compared to 18 percent in 
2000. 

Access to quality higher 
education programs is the 
core of Mississippi’s pursuit 
for a more educated work¬ 
force. As the fastest growing 
segment of education in 
Mississippi, community and 
junior colleges must have 
facilities that support escalat¬ 
ing enrollment, quality 
instructional programs meet¬ 
ing emerging business and 
industry needs and progres¬ 
sive community endeavors, 
Cole said. 

However, data indicates that 
there are more high school 
dropouts in Mississippi than 
people with a college degree. 
When more than 65 percent of 
today’s jobs require some 
training or education beyond 
high school but not necessari¬ 
ly a four-year degree, it’s 
clear that community colleges 
are the key to a thriving state 
economy, Cole said. 

The budget for community 
colleges has been cut over the 
last several years, and it’s still 
below what it was five years 
ago. 

“Compared to year 2000 
funding, this year’s level is 
13.8 percent down from the 
appropriation community col¬ 
leges received a decade ago. 
The fact remains that we have 
experienced double-digit per¬ 
centage enrollment increases 
while coping with a double¬ 
digit percentage decrease in 
state funding,” Cole said.

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Be prepared 
if disaster 


A disaster is an event that negatively and dramatically 
impacts a population. Already in 2011, there have been 
several natural disasters. 

For example, a magnitude 7.0 earthquake struck off 
the coast of Argentina, Jan. 1. In Myanmar a 5.4 earth¬ 
quake resulted in 26 
deaths, 313 injuries and 
1,000 buildings destroyed. 

One of the most recent 
natural disasters with a sig¬ 
nificant impact was Mar. 11 
at 2:46 p.m., a massive 9.0- 
magnitude earthquake that 
occurred near the northeast 
coast of Japan. Destructive 
tsunami waves hit Japan 
just minutes after the earth¬ 
quake. 

Both have caused severe damage in Northeastern 
Japan with thousands confirmed dead, injured or miss¬ 
ing, and millions more affected by the lack of electricity, 
water and transportation. 

Not only did the earthquake and tsunami sweep away 
homes, cars and everything in its path, but also a 
nuclear plant goes bad. The earthquake briefly knocked 
out the power to crippled reactors before electricity was 
restored. This caused the Fukushima facility to leak radi¬ 
ation into both the ocean and atmosphere. 

It’s important to note here that our area is located on 
the New Madrid fault, which always has the potential for 
an earthquake. 

Natural disasters can strike at a moment’s notice so 
being prepared before they occur is an important step in 
ensuring the safety of you and your family. Here are 
some tips for being prepared: 

1. Prepare first aid kits for your vehicle and living 
quarters. 

2. Pick two out-of-town contacts in case you are 
unable to reach your family. 

3. Prepare a checklist of important phone numbers, 
addresses and contacts. 

4. Purchase a battery-operated radio in case power is 
lost during the disaster. 

Some items that should be in your first aid kit are 

1. First aid manual 

2. Sterile adhesive bandages 

3. Cleansing agents such as alcohol, soap and oint¬ 
ments 

4. Latex gloves 

5. Petroleum jelly 

6. Cotton balls 

7. Tweezers 

8. Needles 

9. Sunscreen 

10. Scissors 

11. Thermometer

Fortunately the number of earthquakes and hurri¬ 
canes don’t seem to be increasing. However, it is fairly 
clear that the number of disasters in aggregate is 
increasing. What is increasing is what are termed cli¬ 
mate-related disasters. Also, much current urban growth 
is in at-risk areas — places that could particularly be 
affected by disaster. Natural disasters will become more 
damaging with the increase of “risky” buildup at at-risk 
areas. For example, slums are not earthquake-poof. As 
we globalize our industry and build high-tech facilities in 
the Majority World, those high-tech facilities are some¬ 
times exposed to the risk of natural disasters. This can 
cause the cost of disasters to increase. 

In the first few hours after a disaster, the most impor¬ 
tant focus is survival. Weeks and months later, recovery 
and coping are the biggest issues. Be prepared because 
you never know when you could be impacted.

I know that providing such assis¬ 
tance might be expensive, but I urge 
the College to consider additional 
options in providing medical care and 
assistance to its students and faculty.

If you 
don’t have the best time 
management skills...or if 
you don’t even understand 
the concept of time...sum¬ 
mer break may be the per¬ 
fect “time” to learn. 

1. Decide on your 
summer goals. 

What do you want to 
achieve this summer? 

Most likely, you’ll have 
multiple goals (securing a 
job, continuing with sum¬ 
mer classes, transferring 
to a university (after grad¬ 
uating from ICC, of 
course). Just make sure 
the goals you have in mind 
are your goals...not some¬ 


one else’s. 

2. Get into a routine. 

Summer’s unlikely to 
involve 8 a.m. classes and 
you might want to take 
advantage of being able to 
sleep until lunchtime. Try 
to establish a routine that 
works for you, though.

•Leave your cell phone 
on the kitchen table rather 
than have it readily acces¬ 
sible for texting/gaming, 
etc. 

•Set time limits on when 
you can engage in certain 
activities; you might decide 
that you won’t play com¬ 
puter games before dinner 
time or that you won’t 
watch more than three 
hours of television each 
day.

Online registration 
continues through May 4

Itawamba Community College stu¬ 
dents who are currently enrolled may 
continue to register online for interses¬ 
sion, summer and fall classes through 
May 4. 

Traditional registration for readmis¬ 
sion, transfer and new students (not 
enrolled at ICC during the 2011 spring 
semester) will be May 2-9 from 8 a.m.-4 
p.m. in the Student Affairs office in the 
Student Services Buildings on both the 
Fulton and Tupelo campuses. 

It will reopen for first, second and full 
summer terms from May 16-June 27 at 
the same times in the same locations. 

Open registration for first term day 
classes and full-term summer classes 
will be May 31 from 10 a.m.-noon in the 
registrar/admissions office in the 


Administration Building at the Fulton 
campus and in the Student Services 
Building at the Tupelo campus. Sign up 
for the second term day classes will be 
June 30 from 10 a.m.-noon in the regis¬ 
trar/admissions office at the Fulton cam¬ 
pus and in the Student Services Building 
at the Tupelo campus. 

Registration for after-work, weekend, 
evening and eLearning classes will be 
from 5-7 p.m., May 31, in the same loca¬ 
tions. 

Students may register late for 2011 
summer classes through May 16 for 
Intersession, June 3 for first term and 
eLearning classes, June 8 for full-term 
and July 7 for the second term with a late 
registration fee, but class selection will 
be limited. 

Intersession classes begin on May 16. 
The schedule for the summer terms 


includes May 31, open registration for 
first term and full-term and June 1, class¬ 
es begin; June 30, open registration for 
second term and July 5, classes begin. 

Open registration for fall day classes 
is Aug. 9 and classes begin on Aug. 11. 

All entering freshmen 21 years of age 
and younger are required to attend an ori¬ 
entation session this summer. Dates are 
June 14, 15, 16 and July 12 and 13 at the 
Fulton campus and June 17 and July 14 
and 15 at the Tupelo campus. 

When scheduling classes, students are 
urged to refer to the academic placement 
lists to correlate their courses with their 
highest ACT score to ensure that they 
will not enroll in courses that are too 
challenging for their first semester. For 
additional information, visit 
www.iccms.edu/schedules. 


Study tips may ensure success on exams

The end of the spring semester is approach¬ 
ing, and that means that final exams are just 
around the corner. 

Several study tips could ensure success, 
according to Dr. Bronson Prochaska, director 
of Student Success at ICC. 

It is a student’s responsibility to know the 
material that the test will cover, and if there is 
any doubt, he/she should talk with the instruc¬ 
tor. If there isn’t adequate time for a discussion 
after or before class, the student should sched¬ 
ule an appointment. 


Once a student has the testing information, 
he/she should make time to study. Many stu¬ 
dents will study the night before exams, only 
to be exhausted the next morning. It is impor¬ 
tant to set a daily study period and study dur¬ 
ing the days leading to the exam, which allows 
students time to better understand areas of dif¬ 
ficulty and time to master them. Most impor¬ 
tantly, it will avoid late night cram sessions 
that increase stress. 

Students should be aware of the correct 
exam date and be prepared to take the exam at 
that time. It is important to write down all 
exams and their dates. 


Prochaska said that while studying, stu¬ 
dents should highlight, mark and rewrite 
important information. 4 ‘Many times a summa¬ 
ry of the notes will help students on essay type 
exams.” 

She emphasized the importance of begin¬ 
ning these methods several days prior to the 
exam. 

She advised that students should study in a 
quiet place where there are few distractions.

Dr. Edward Hill, a board- 
certified family physician and 
chair of the Council of the 
World Medical Association, 
delivered the keynote address 
to Itawamba Community 
College’s student honorees at 
the Evening of Celebration: 
Honoring Academic 

Excellence Across the 
Curriculum at 6:30 p.m., Apr. 
12, in the W.O. Benjamin Fine 
Arts Center auditorium at the 
Fulton campus. 

The annual ceremony hon¬ 
ors top scholars in ICC’s 
departments and divisions. 

Hill is the program director 
of the Family Medicine 
Residency Center that trains 
medical school graduates in 
the specialty of family prac¬ 
tice at the North Mississippi 
Medical Center. 

Hill said that when he 
changed careers, his mother, 
who was in her eighties, said 
that he was “too old.” 

“I can’t help but be excited 
for all of you,” Hill said. “You 
have taken difficult assign¬ 
ments, probably stumbled and 
have gotten back up. Your 
family has been there on the 
journey with you.” 

He stressed the importance 
of education. “I can think of 
no other time in our history 
when an educated citizenry is 
needed more than now. Jobs 
are hard to come by.” 

Hill shared with the hon¬ 
orees a few lessons that he has 
learned from his life including 
learning from your failures. 
He told the story of the time 
that a baby that he delivered 
died. “I delivered 53 babies in 
two months, and then I lost 
one. I became depressed. This 
experience humbled me and 
made me stronger.” 

He said that during his 
career, he smoked too much 
and drank too much and woke 
up on the bathroom floor in 
the middle of the night. “My 
heart had stopped. This turned 
into a life changing experi¬ 
ence. Don’t be reckless with 
what you have been given. 
Take what you do and how 
you live seriously. I am grate¬ 
ful for that lesson every day of 
my life.” 

Hill urged honorees to 
spend their lives for some¬ 
thing. “Strive for balance.” 

Hill offered additional wis¬ 
dom. “Don’t undermine your 


work by comparing it with 
others,” he said. “Don’t set 
goals by what others deem 
important. Don’t let your life 
slip through your fingers by 
living in the past or future. 
Live for today. You’re only 
old when regrets replace your 
dreams. Don’t be afraid to 


admit you are less than per¬ 
fect. Don’t shut love out of 
your life. Don’t forget a per¬ 
son’s greatest emotional need 
is to be appreciated. Don’t 
waste time or words. I hope 
you find wisdom in your fail¬ 
ures.” 

Hill has served as chair, 
president-elect and president 
of the American Medical 
Association Board of 
Trustees, as AM A delegate 
from the Mississippi State 
Medical Association since 
1984 and as vice chair of 
AMA’s Council on 
Legislation. 

Born in Omaha, Neb., Hill 
was educated in the Vicksburg 
public schools and earned 
both the B.S. and M.D. 
degrees from the University of 
Mississippi. 

He is an active participant 
and leader in community 
activities including the 
American Heart Association, 
Chamber of Commerce, Head 
Start, local school board and 
church board of directors. 

He and his wife, Jean, are 
the parents of two daughters 
and five grandchildren who 
also reside in Mississippi.

Book buyback begins on both the 
Fulton and Tupelo campuses of 
Itawamba Community College. May 4. 

“Students must be aware of the proce¬ 
dures for book buyback in advance,” said 
Buddy Collins, vice president of Student 
Services. 

“Also they should remember that they 
won’t receive payment for the books they 
sell back until approximately May 17.” 

Buyback at the Fulton campus will be 
in the Student Activities Center and at the 
Tupelo campus in the Multi-Purpose 
Building. 

The dates are May 4 and 5 from 8 
a.m.-6 p.m.; May 6, from 8 a.m.-4:30 
p.m.; and May 9 and 10, from 8 a.m.-5 
p.m. 

The procedures for buyback include 

1. Students must present a student ID 
or driver’s license before selling any 
books. 

2. Students will only be allowed to sell 
back books for classes which appear on 
their schedule. No one will be allowed to 


sell another student’s books. 

3. Copies of the student’s schedule 
will be printed at the first station of the 
book buyback each time he/she visits. 
Once the student receives his/her sched¬ 
ule and the visit has been recorded, 
he/she must sell the books selected at that 
time on that visit. 


4. Students will receive a receipt for 
the amount of the books, but will receive 
a check for the books by mail. Any bal¬ 
ance owed the Business office will be 
deducted from the amount of the check.

Buell discusses 
business venture

Entrepreneur Margaret 
Buell of Tupelo recently 
shared information about 
West Africa Fair Trade with 
ICC students who are major¬ 
ing in marketing and econom¬ 
ics at a symposium sponsored 
by Students in Free Enterprise. 

“I started a business so I 
could wear blue jeans because 
I am an informal person,” 
Buell, who lived in Ghana a 
couple of years, said. “I want¬ 
ed to be able to help women 
long-term. That’s why we 
looked at trade. My goal is to 
empower women through 
trade...to meet their basic 
needs so they can continue to 
grow.” 

Buell sells textile goods 
including “bags and some 
clothes that were hand made 
in Ghana on a hand cranked 
sewing machine.” She said 
that it takes 1.5 hours to make 
each bag. “One of the chal¬ 
lenges is to figure out how 
many bags can be produced in 
a day.” 

She said that her yearly 
inventory includes approxi¬ 
mately 680 bags, and that her 
total sales amount to roughly 
$25,000. Each bag sells for 
about $37. With almost 
$13,000 invested in expenses, 
her profit, she noted, is mini¬ 
mal. “I’m trying to decrease 
expenses so that the profit can 
go up.” 

The average daily wage in 
Ghana is $1.97,” Buell said. “I 
want to go into north Ghana 
and work with women who 


are already seamstresses to 
help them to better their prod¬ 
uct. As demand increases, I 
can employ more seamstress¬ 
es.” 

Buell brought 300 bags in 
four containers back to the 
United States last October and 
she has participated in a cou¬ 
ple of shows including 
Celebration Village. She also 
plans to increase her whole¬ 
sale business to 10 boutiques 
and to sell on the Ole Miss 
and Mississippi State campus¬ 
es as well as at trade shows. 

She said that in three 
months she sold half of her 
inventory. Her next challenge, 
Buell said, is replenishing her 
stock because shipping is so 
expensive. “Sixty pounds of 
inventory arrived in the 
Memphis airport this week¬ 
end, and I have to figure out 
how to get it out.” 

Buell’s prospective buyers 
includel8-25 year olds. “You 
are right in our target market,” 
she told the ICC audience. 
“You will set the trend for 
high school students. Word of 
mouth is key in sales.”

Swanson set 
for NISOD 
presentation

Bob Swanson, physical sci¬ 
ence and astronomy instructor 
at Itawamba Community 
College, will present a break¬ 
out session at the National 
Institute for Staff and 
Organizational Development 
this summer in Austin, Tex. 

Entitled “Power Balance 
Bands: Scientific Breakthrough 
or Snake Oil,” the presentation 
will focus on the physics 
behind the fad and show how 
student-generated ideas, 
YouTube videos and real- 
world relevance create an 
effective lesson about skepti¬ 
cism in an age of outlandish 
claims and celebrity endorse¬ 
ments, Swanson said. 

The session will begin 
with a demonstration using an 
audience volunteer of one of 
the strength tests used to sell 
PowerBalance bands, which 
is designed to familiarize all 
participants with the product 
and what it purports to do, 
Swanson said. He will incor¬ 
porate into his presentation 
videos as well as a discussion 
of the basic physics behind 
the phenomenon. He plans to 


encourage all members of the 
audience to participate in 
hands-on activities to encour¬ 
age their grasp of concepts 
such as center-of-gravity and 
torque. “The session will 
show via PowerPoint slides 
and additional embedded 
videos, that the ‘powers’ of 
the PowerBalance bands can 
be simply explained by 
forces, angles and stability.” 

Swanson’s employment

Shannon High School, where 
he taught physics, physical 
science and earth science; 
professional meteorologist — 
six years as assistant weather 
editor of USA Today..

“Your financial aid 
administrators play a vital 
role in ensuring students can 
access higher education and 
that your institutions remain 
in compliance with federal 
student aid program regula¬ 
tions. I am writing this letter 
to articulate my appreciation 
for their efforts and congrat¬ 
ulate them on their contin¬ 
ued success.” 

Taggart said that all fed¬ 
eral student loans are now 
originated by the 
Department of Education 
through a program called the 
William D. Ford Direct 
Loan Program, which 
required a transition by 
many postsecondary institu¬ 
tions.
